DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -9, 1 2-24 and 26-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record are considered to reasonably teach, suggest or render obvious the 
invention of claims 1-9, 12-24 and 26-28. 

While Rosier teaches of a telescoping package, neither Rosier nor the remaining 
prior art of record would reasonably lead one of ordinary skill in the art to arrive at the 
invention as currently claimed. For example, the prior art of record does not reasonably 
teach or suggest of the claimed annular projection rows and there is nothing taught by 
the prior art of record to reasonably arrive at the claimed configuration. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
